HE effeét of ridicule cannot but be powerful among the young and 
inexperienced, It is a remark often made, that the man is found 
to degenerate from the excellence which diminithed him when a boy. 
In the walks of \erary life, inftances are frequent of thofe who, though 
they were the boaft of their {chool, appear with no fuperiority of mer- 
rit, when they are introduced into the world. To ridicule, for the 
moft part, they owe their degradation, Their pre-eminence excites 
the envy of their cotemporaries, who naturally endeavour to obf{cure 
that luftre, which burns them with j its blaze. They at firft value them- 
felves on thofe talents or acquifitions, of the worth of which their com- 
panions have no adequate conception. Their remarks are attended to 
witha fneer. A nickname, the ufual produttion of envy, is appropri- 
ated tothem. They are fhunied, as involving their companions in 
= own abfurdity and confequent difgrace. This laft is, more than 
sal Ey bear. They lay afide the appearance of virtuous emulation, 
the reality foon follows. They itudioufly unlearn all that render- 
~ them truly valuable; and when they have ‘debafed themfelves to a 
certain pitch, they are received with open arms, and are united with 
their company by the ftrong afhimilation of congenial natures. 

Genius, virtue, learning, are often diftinguithed by a delicacy of 
mind, which wears the appearance ari produces the effedis of infirmi- 
ty. They are ealily overruled if not convinced, by the noily antago- 
nift, who makes up in clamour what he wants in argument, and gains 
the victory by dint of leathern lungs and nerves of iron. A horfe laugh, 
fet up by a circle of blockheads, would overpower the beft poet or phi- 
lofopher whom the world ever admired, ‘The man of modeit merit 
cannot itand the attacks of fcoffing rjdicule; and wifdom has ever 
fought the fhade, where the impertinence ol the great or little valgar 
feldom intrudes. Cruel as it is to diftrefs fenfibiluy, and injurious to 
tiankind to render worth contemptible, we often obferve perfons of 
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charaéter joining in the laugh againft modefly and merit. In the mo. 





‘ment of focial enjoyment, we do not give ourfelves time to refle& on 


the confequence of our mirth; and perhaps with kind intentions of 
promoung convivial happinefs, we often hurt the tcelings and interefts 
ot individuals, as well as the moft important ends of fociety.”

FOREIGN INTELLIGENCE.

WO. day arrived here from-Hungaria, a committee, confifling of 48 
& members ; to-morrow they are to be prefented to the King, 
whom they will invite to repair to Buda, for his corenation. 

Notwihftanding the fuccefs our troops may hope for fince the 
deleat of the French corps, under the command of Meff’rs. Dillon and 
Biron, it appears that a detenfive fyftem will be embraced. They are 
fo clofely attached to that fyflem, that feveral individuals of Oflend, 
Triefte and Zend, having folicited patent letters for cruizing ayaintt 
the French, our court did not think proper till now torgrant them any, 
The Courier difpatched fome weeks ago trom hence to Peterfborough, 
with the new treaty of alliance between the Empref{s and the King of 
Hangaria, onght to have ‘returned about fifteen days ago, and they are 
aftomifhed at this delay of the Ruffian chancery for foreign affairs. It 
is a matter of confequence for Ruffia to combine her fentiments, openly 
declared in regard to France, with what her interefts with regard to 
Poland may require. The moft convincing proot of the utility ‘of our 
alliance, is the jealoufy with which the fovereign powers always Jook- 
ed at it, and the difidence with which they always endeavoured to in- 
ipire our court, to render it averie to that alliance. 

‘The government lately has made frefh contraéts, relative to fending 
50 pieces of cannon, 12, 18 and 24 pounders, for the Low Countries, 
at the rate of one thoufand guilders a piece. 

Independent of 40,000 men already on their march againft France, 
tén more regiments of infantry, and two. of cavalry, have received or- 
ders to keep themfelves in readinefs for marching. A] the companies 
of the regiments in the Low Countries and Lower Auftria will be in- 
creafed, every battalion to confifl of 15¢6 men.

They fail not to attribute this meafure to the Auftrian Committee ; 
and as the petition has been referred to the cominitice of infpeétion, it 
is probably in agitation to fend all the confpirators to Orleans.

privateering. 1. That no commiffion of Mark and Reprifal fhould 
be granted.. 2. That no veffel armed merely for its own defence, {hould 
be permitted to capture any vefflel of the enemy, un'els they were pro- 
voked toit by conttraint.

‘In this 
dreadful fituation moft of the veffels dragged the:r anchors, and for 
foie time it was expected that none of them would ride out the ftorm, 
The brig George and Margaret, Capt. Afhington, the Ifabella, Capt. 
Carnegie, were ftranded ; as alfo the floop Indian Ca Re, Capt. Baf- 
dan, the fchooner Cony ert, Capt. Pawfon, and the {chooner Friends, 
Capt. Liffurd: Thefe veffels were providentially drove fo near the 
fhore, that the refpe€tive crews got to land without any hves being loft. 
All the fugars on board the thip and the brig, and fome on board the 
fmaller veffels, are loft. The Friends is gone to pieces; the others 
now lay ftranded.

Accounts from various parts of the Weft-Indies, and weftern ocean, 
relate melancholy devaftations, by inceflant gales from the 3d to the 
6th inftant. 

It is faid, in Englifh papers, that the Turks are preparing for an at- 
tack upon fome of the German powers, molt probably Auftria, by way 
of diverfion in favor of France. 

We have authority to inform the public, that a fecond loan, at four 
per cent. intereft, has been lately efrected in Europe, for account of 
the United Siates. The fum is equal to the amount of the former loan, 
3,000,000 of guilders, or about 1,200,000 dollars. 

A. droll adventure lately happened near St. Carlos, in Italy. A 
Frenchman difcourfing with fome bricklayer’s labourers, at the palace 
of Fiano, deplored the wretchedne!s of their condition, amidft fo many 
rich princes and prelates, and highly commended the fyftem of equal:- 
zation eftablifhed in France; when once of the labourers fuddenly inter- 
rupted him, and lifting up his tray of wet morter, placed it on the 
Frenchman’s head, faying, “ Let us here try your fyftem of equality ; 
I carried up the laft tray, do you carry up this.” The Frenchman 
being decently :dreffed, was heartily enraged at the compliment, and 
got away as well as he could to complain ofthe iniolence. He was 
heartily laughed at; andit is faid that he has fince lett the town.

Yeflerday morning, between 2 and g o’clock, the houfe occupied by 
Mr. Samuet Davies in Newbury Street, was again difcovered to be on 
fire, and the appearance at firit was very threatening ; but the weather 
being calm and the exertions of the inhabitants, f{uddenly awakened 
from fleep, being as ufual vigoroufly directed, the deftruéiion was con- 
fined to the upper part of the houfe. 

The misfortunes of this family are fingular: No longer ago than the 
5th of May lait, the fame houfe was on tire and fuffered confiderable 
damage ; a robbery was committed during the time of the fire and the 
perfon fulpeéted was purfued, but efcaped. About a forinight paft he 
was apprehended and imprifoned ; and, on Friday night lafi, was libe- 
rated on tendering fuitable fatisfaétion. The next night an attempt 
was made to rob the houfe, by two perfons, who had concealed them- 
felves within, and Mr. Davies was ftunned by ablow from one of them; 
durmg the time that he lay infenfible the villains efcaped: It is ful- 
pecied that this fire was malhicioufly kindled by the fame hands, as the 
heufe was evidently on fire in three places at the fame time.

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On undoubted information from Salem, we beg leave to inforni our 
readers that the paragraph refpecting the Small-Pox in that town, in- 
ferted in our lait, was premature, “ We. charitably hope” with the 


worthy gentlemen of that place, that our correfpendent, who fent the 


paragraph “* was not actuated, by a malicious intention ;” but we can- 
not’ but exprefs our fears that he was prompted to fend this * wrong 
and injurious paragraph” by reading the following tmmaculate truths 
in the Salem Gazette of the 28th ult.

At the fame time that 
the Seleétmen of that town are taking every precaution to prevent the 
diforder trom {preading, or its becoming dangerous to travellers, it 
ought to be known, that the prefent ftate of it regueres a great degree of 
vigilance in the police, and perhaps /ome caution in thofe who have 
not had the diforder—And if the inhabitants of Bofton, who beft know 
the degree of danger, reftrain their children through fear from goin 
without the paling of their yards, what have not ftrangers to Fread 


- who are totally ignorant what houfes are infected ?” 


The ill effet of a bad example, fays a correfpondent, was never 
more firikingly verified than-at the prefent time, with refpe& to the 
Small-Pox : The inhabitants of the town of Bofton, anxious to pre- 
ferve their trade and iatercourie with the country, left nothing undone 
which could tend to prevent the {preading of that diforder, but all to 
no purpote. In order not only to preferve their own, but to endeav- 
our to draw from the metropolis that trade to which fhe has a juft claim, 
we now find feveral other towns, particularly the town of Salem, ape- 
ing us with redoubled ardour, in pafling votes and re/olves, of vari- 





‘ous forms and defcriptions, in order ¢o prevent thezr cetizens taking the 


Small-Pox.—How happy would it be for Conftantinople Tunis, &c. 
could they, with equal eafe, vote out the Plague and other contagious 
diftempers ! 

The United States, while provinces, ufed to boaft of their liberty» 
and juftly ; which of them had a charter fo favourable to the equa! 
rights of men as the conftitution of the United States? Yeta party is 
trained to abufe thofe men as enemies of a tree government, who are 
difpofed to carry that conftitution, and the laws pafied under its autho- 
rity, into effe*t. ‘ U.S. Gaz. 

Mr. Haftings’s fpeech to the Houle of Lords, and petition to the 
King, have been attended with fuccefs. By the lait London accounts 
the Houfe ot Peers were to continue to fit on the trial, and fee the end 
ne Haittings’s defence on the prefent charge, during their prefent 
effion. 


A few years perhaps will bring to light the real grounds for the pref 
ent war carried on by the Englifh in India. Hitherto, feveral parti- 
culars have leaked out, which feem to {tirmatize it as unjuftifiable and 
cruel, From Lord Cornwallis’s own account, one third of the Englith 
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staan te 
company’s territory in Indoftan is now reduced to a defart, inhabited 
by wild beafls. The India war has been publickly declared in the 
Houle of Commons, a war of ambition, at leatt ot policy, which had 
better have beenavoided : fire, devaftation and plunder had been cay- 
ried into almoft every quarter, and it was held impoffible to give any 
probable computation of the number of unfortunate people who have 
already perifhed by the war and its confequences: it was thought 
however, that it would exceed a million of fouls. From areview of 
the Bengal new!papers, the affairs of that country feem rather in a dif. 
aftrous fituation. Advertifements continually appear in thofe papers, 
of the fale of lands, for want of due paymené of the revenue. &: De. 
cember 27, 1791, was announced the fale of feventeen villages, and on 
the goth of November, the fame year, no lefs than forty-two viilages— 
when to this confideration are added the bankruptcies and fagnation 
of trade at Calcutta, of which we have had {uch ample accounts, it may 
be concluded that peace in India would be a moft defirabie objeét to the 
Englith, even though the accounts of the furrender of Tippoo’s capital 
fhould prove true.
